Education Should Be Carried On 
Systematically In The , Is 
Warning Sounded By Dr. J. C. Hardy 


Dr. J. C. H ardy, president of I from the Bible, and hear him say 
Baylor College for Women at Bel­ 
ton, gave evidence of his broad ex­ 
perience in dealing 
with 
young 
people when he addressed the con­ 
vention on W ednesday evening on 
“ Dome as a Factor in the Develop­ 
m ent of the Child.” 
“ Home was 
God’s first institution, and God’s 
greatest institution, and for long 
ages it was m an’s only institution,” 
said Dr. Hardy. 
“ Refigious train ­ 
ing, education, industry and gov­ 
ernm ent were all a t one tim e cen ­ 
tered in the home, and these in ­ 
stitutions all 
grew 
out of 
the 
home, and according to Dr. H ardy, 
the home, as the center of a1 lor- 
ganized life, is the logical source 
from which the child should ac­ 
quire its principles of life in its 
relation to creator and its acces­ 
sories. 
Dr. Hardy gave as his opinion 
that education is a spiritual pro­ 
cess, hence should be considered as 
a religious function; yet he holds 
that the child’s training should not 
be left entirely to th e schools eith­ 
er public or denom inational, but 
;.hould be carried on systematical­ 
ly both by precept and example, in 
the home. 
T h e speaker used the 
beautiful example of Henry W. 
Grady, when as a fam ous orator 
and w riter h e felt 
his 
spiritual 
well-being in clanger, he left the 
city and went back to his mother. 
He requested her to read to him 


the childish little “Now I lay me, 
and then his faith and assurance 
were restored. 
Q uoting G rady still further, Dr 
H ardy brought an illustration of 
how th e g reat orator reached the 
conclusion th a t the power which 
preserves and perpetuates our gov 
e m in e n t ylies not in any d ep art­ 
m en t of state or justice, but in the 
homes of America themselves. 
Dr. H ardy 
closed his 
address 
with an eloquent appeal th at our 
homes be place* of consecration 
to high moral purpose and spirit­ 
ual 
atmosphere. 
That 
we 
put 
“ first things first.” 
“ The removal 
o f industries from th e home has 
left in many instances idleness th at 
in itself becomes a problem. 
The 
gospel of hard work and th e spirit­ 
ual value o f being were stressed 
by Dr. Hardy, along with p atrio t­ 
ism, obedience and the m any other 
qualities of character th at come 
from spiritual growth. 
His clos­ 
ing sentence 
was 
quoted from 
President Coolidge: 
“ We do not 
need more intellectual power, we 
need m ore moral pow er; 
we do 
not need more knowledge; we need 
more ch aracter; we do not need 
m ore governm ent, we need m ore 
cu ltu re ; we do not need m ore law’, 
we need more religion; we do not 
need more of the things khat are 
seen, we need more of the things 
th a t are unseen.”
